Using Volcano As Steam Engine| 


Into the .Earth’s Crust on 

Island of Hawaii * 

An observaiory, under the direction 
of, Professor Joggen, has been estab- | 
lished for some time at the crater of | 
Kilauea, on the Island of Hawaii. 

This volcano is remarkable because, 
while at all times manifesting a tre- 
mendous activity, it is not an explo- 
sive, but keeps its fires hidden under- 
ground. 

It is believed that Kilauea’s fires 
come from a great subterranean 
“pool,” so to cal) it, of molten stone 
and metal that has pushed its way up

‘through the earth’s crust from the in- 


conceivably hot interior of the globe. 

Experiments, long contemplated, 
dre now being undertaken’ by Boring 
holes down through the rocks in the 
neighborhod of the crater. It is hop: 
ed by this means to tap sources of 
volcanic sieam, which>could be used 
to great advantage for industrial pur- 
poses in Hawaii. There are no de- 
posits of coal on the island, 

The Hawajian Islands are wholly of 
voleanic formation, having» been 
thrown up in an ancienj epoch from 
the floér of the sea. There is plenty 
of evidence to show that in former 
times Kilauea was much more violent- 
ly eruptive than it is today. It emit- 
ted vast lava flows, and threw out en- 
ormous quantities of ashes, deep beds 
of which remain to tell the tale. 

In these ash-beds are found millions 
of “volcanic marbles,” many of them 
perfectly spheri¢al, which are most 
curious because nobody: can tell why 
or how they were formed.

C.0.D. Parcels By Mail 


Canadian Mail Service Will 
‘Have C.0,D, System 
Announcement is made by the post 


Now 


office department thft a C.O.D. serv- 


ice ‘in connection with mail matter 
will become effective in the-Dominion 
on October 1. The regulations under 
which the. service will be operated 
are as follows: 


On and after October 1, 1922, a 
C.0.D, service in connection with 
mail matter will be established 
Within Canada, whereby charges due 
the sender up to $100 may be col- 
lected from the ‘addressee and re- 
mitted to the sender by post office 
money order. This service will ap- 
ply. only jn the case of mail matter 
posted at a money order post office 


for delivery at another post office 
within Canada. Rural routes start- 
ing froma money order post offices’ 


are for this purpose considered as 
money order post offices and may be 
granted a C.O.D. service, the ©.0.D. 
‘fee, also cost and insurance and 
registration. 2 

In the event of addressee having 
paid the charges due on a C.O.D. 
article, and after examination of the 
same, desires to. hand the, article 
batk and haye the money refunded, 
postmasters aré instructed that such 
request, is in no wise to be complied 
with. “It is the duty of the deliver- 
ing office to collect the amount ,due 
and remit it to the sender of the 
article,” the announcement states, 
“and it may be explained in the cir- 
cumstances above indicated that any 
objection to the goods received, or de- 
sire for return of the money, is entire- 
ly a-matter for settlement between 
the addressee and the sender.” 


Mining Under Difficulties 


The Beepest God Mine in the World 
in’ Australia of 

Australia is supposed to have the 
deepest gold mine jn the world, “This 
mine is at Bendigo, Victoria, and was 
named the New Chum Railway mine. 
THe miners who worked in it were 
obliged to trayel down a shaft nearly, 
three-quarters of a mile deep. The 
work of hauling men up and down a 
shaft of such depth and bringing the 
ore to the surface of the earth was 
not the hardest problem. 

It seems that the ‘temperature of 
the earth is supposed to increase one 
degree for every fifty or oné_hundred 
feet the farther down we go. In the 
New Chum Rallway Mine this in- 
crease of temperature was not found, 
or they say it would have been im- 
ossible to work the mine. The heat 
in the mine was so terrific, however, 
that it proved a greater problem to 
overcome than any of the engineer. 
ing feats. The temperature of one 
hundred and eight degrees was so en- 
ervating down in the depths that ‘i 
was necessary to continually spray 
the bodies of miners while at work 
with cold water from above ground. | 
Away from the spray the men could 
not stand, and it\was as*mucli as they 
could do to work moderately under 
the spray. If they worked the least 
bit too hard, they fainted, ‘ 

It wouldn't do for a worrying sort 
of g miner to work in that mine, be- 
cause he might always be troubled 
about the possibility of the spray be 
ing stopped. 
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Payment of War: Debts 


Great Britain Has Been Very Gener- 
ous on More Than One Occasion 

Cancellation of the war debts of 
‘former allies is by no means an unpre- 
cedented act. Great Britain particu- 
larly has been generous in this regard 
on more than one occasion. 

Aft® the Napoleonic wars England 
endeavored for seven years to obtain 
payment of £6,000,000 from Austria, 
and finally compromised on: £ 2,500,- 
000, which represented eleven per 
cent, of principal and interest due. 

The indemnity imposed upon France 
after the Napoleonic wars was only 
£ 28,000,000. Yet the dedt of victor- 
fous England in 1817 was £848,000,000 
and the national debt of France was 
only £140,000,000. © Prussia had. paid 
to Napoleon in levies more than twice ~ 
the amount of the total indemnity and 
she therefore objected to the moder- 
ate terms imposed upon France.—Sas- 
katoon Star. ;

The shooting season in Canada’s Western Province is at hand and young 
and inexperienced sportsmen will vie with seasoned old huntrs in taking toll 
of wid duck, prairie chicken, geese and bigger game. In many respects the 
West constitutes the amateur hunter’s paradise. In other Provinces, to a 
very great extent, it is necessary for sportsmen.to travel far afleld from home 
to enjoy the hunting season, but in the Prairie West wild duck are to be 
found on almost every pond, slough’ and lake, while prairie chicken feed 
about the stooks of grain and roost in the little wooded bluffs which dot the 
farm homesteads. : 

These game ‘birds are one of the assets of our Canadian West, and an 
asset worth protecting. Apart altogether from the sport of hunting, these 
birds have a high food value and are a delicacy much enjoyed by all, | Dur 
ing the close seasons their presence adds to-the picturesqueness of Western 
life and call forth expressions of interest and delight from permanent resi- 
dents, visitors and tourists. . s 

It is in the interests of all, therefore, but perhaps more particularly in 
the interests of the sportsmen themselves, that restraint should be exercised 
by all hunters at the opening of, and throughout the shooting season. Laws 
have been enacted restricting the period of the “open season,” limiting the 
size of the daily and seasonal “bags,” and imposing penalties for infractions 
of these ordinances. Violations of these laws are, however, not always easy 
of detection, but it should be a part of every true sportsmen’s code that he 
observe these laws which have been enacted for his own and the public good; 
and that he should actively interest himself in seeing that such laws are 
obeyed by others, and offenders. brought to book. 

Old-timers can recalf when the buffalo ranged over these prairies in count- 
less thousands; so numerous in fact that any thought of the possibility of 
their extermination never entered the mind of anyone. Yet-a comparative- 
ly few yeurs of wanton, wholesale slaughter and the buffalo disappeared and 
is only to be seen today in zoological gardens and in specially prepared Govy- 
ernment reserves. In like manner the industrious little beaver, Canada’s 
national animal, was in danger of extermination until the killing of beaver at 
any and all times was prohibited. 

A report recently issued by the British Columbia Government states that 
the famous Fraser River, the greatest river?in the world for years in its 
yield of sockeye salmon, whose waters only a decade ago were so crowded at 
spawning seasons of the year that a person could literally walk acfoss a solid 
mass of fish, is now fished out of sockeye, and that the Skeena River, for de- 
cades second only to the Fraser in its salmon production, has. practically 
reached the same condition. And the salmon industry was not so long ago 
one of British Columbia's greatest industries, and one which advertised that 
Province all over the world.

Shooting for the mere sake of shooting is not sport, and the man who in- 
dulges in such a practice is not a true sportsman, And most assuredly he 
is not the friend of sportsmen, because sooner or later the inevitable result 
will be to deprive everybody of a legitimate means of sport, and to rob this 
country of what has already been described as a very valuable asset. 

Game guardians should be accorded every possible support by all true 
sportsmen and lovers of wild life. Instead of assisting,offenders against our 
game laws to escape detection and the just penalty for their infractions of the 
law, people generally should co-operate to expose these lawless ones and 
bring ‘them to justice. 

The West can ill afford to have our game birds go the way of the buffalo, 
the beaver and the sockéye salman. Strict obseryance of existing game laws 
by sportsmen, and theeexposure of the few who consider their momentary 
pleasure to the rights and interests of éthers and who by their acts jeopard- 
ize the future, will assure to the Western Provinces an ever-continuing pleas- 
ure and guarantee a retention of one of the picturesque features of the coun- 
try—its wild bird life. : :

The ‘Binder After Harvest - 


It Pays to Cover and Protect Parte 
From the Weather ‘ 

The knotter mechanism of the bind- 
er is a complicated and delicate piece 
of machinery and should not be ex- 
posed to the weather. A heavy “coat- 
ing of rust on these parts causes most 
of the knotter trouble of the following 
years. If the machine must be left 
in the field for a time # is a good pol- 
icy to cover the knotter part with a 
heavy coating of axle grease and tle 
an old piece of canvas over the bind- 
er head. 

Binder canvases will not stand any 
particular amount of exposure and 
should be removed as soon as the ma- 
chine is stopped. Crickets and mice 
quickly destroy the canvas and in 
some cases even eat the slats. ~One 
will be repaid for his time if all the 
canvases on the binder are well wrap- 
ped in heavy building paper. and sus- 
pended on wires from the rafters in 
the granary or hay loft where they 
cannot be molested by insects or mice.

- Camels Used In Battle 


Napoleon Used Camels With Good’ 
Effect in His Egyptian Campaign 
In the country where camels live 

they have been used in battle from 

very remote times. 

In his Egyptian campaign Napoleon 
decided in 1798-to create a regiment 
mounted on dromedaries to consist of 
{wo squadrons of four companies 
each. The soldiers were to be select- 
ed from the infantry, to wear distinc- 
tive uniforms, and to be armed with 
the weapons of the infantry, plus a 
very long lance, The soldiers were 
to be mounted on diomedaries of 
superiar speed and endurance. ‘The 
dromedaries seém to have been easy 
to train, and no difficulty was igeurred 
in accustoming them to the drum and 
bugle. 

This corps, redched a strength of 
about 600 men and appears to have 
been a valuable military force. The 
usual day’s arch. was about. 72 
miles, and one case is cited of 500 
miles in-eight days. 

The dromedary corps remained in 


existence about two and a half years.’
